In fact, Ron is so busy, 
While we were interviewing him, he finished another six 
pages! We thought we'd go out on a Lim and find out what 
makes him tick! 


Where and when were you born? 
| was born in Marysville, California 
in 1965. 

How did you break into comics? 

| started off in independent comics, 
doing work for some small publish- 
ers. | got my first break at Marvel 
when I was hired on the spot by

first job for Marvel was a Black 
Panther story that wound up runs 
ning in MARVEL SUPER-HEROES. 
Who are some of your influences? 
Neal Adams, John Byrne, and George Perez are the main 
three.
